IN THE HANDS OF THE MILITARY 
The defense against German thrusts is 


mainly supported by French soldiers and 
French military theories. 


But modern conditions have altered 


tactics and strategy in military affairs as 
in everything else. Danton's cry that the 
need of the hour was "Audacity, audacity 
and more audacity" stirred the French 
people in the midst of their Revolution to 
indescribable recklessness and courage but 
audacity as a military principle 
could 


hardly stand alone. 


In 1914 Marshal Foch became famous 


for his order, "Attack, attack, always at- 
tack," an heroic phrase but one that might 
spell disaster if taken too literally. 
In 


fact this order cost the French in slain 
soldiers about 7,000 every day for the first 
60 days of World War No. 1. It was evi- 
dent to the French military command that 
such slaughter could not be permitted to 
continue. Cautious policies were adopted 
through which men were only sacrificed 
after precise preparation and weighing of 
the anticipated advantages. 


The German army has been prepared 


for offensive action. This is an advantage 
because one chooses the time, the place 
and the conditions. Moreover, offensive 
actions seem to inspire an army vigor- 
ously. 


The French army, on the other hand, 


has been committed to a policy of defen- 
sive actions, which may have in them- 
selves many offensive features. Soldiers 
do not always react well to this Fabian 
policy. It is not very glamorous. But it 
has decided advantages if the people and 
their army can remain patient. 


The report of the Dutch concerning the 


number of their dead soldiers shows how 
the cost of this war in human life will 
far outstrip World War No. 1, heartbreak- 
ing as were the figures of that struggle.

CROP INSURANCE 


The recent veto by the President of an 


act designed to extend the insurance of 
wheat crops to cotton was put upon the 
logical ground that since the insurance of 
wheat is purely experimental no adven- 
ture into the cotton field should be taken 
until the experiment is over. 


But according to 
the Pennsylvania 


Farmer the statement by the Department 
of Agriculture that 387,000 wheat growers 
have taken out insurance as against 166,- 
000 last year is not necessarily an omen 
of approval. The declaration that farm- 
ers this year may pay their premiums 
with the advances that they receive un- 
der the AAA disbursement was certainly 
effective but Pennsylvania Farmer ob- 
serves: 


"There is another reason which is not 


mentioned—in drought areas the seed- 
ing of many fields to get insurance,, 
for there was little prospect for a crop 
at sowing time. Nobody knows how 
extensive this area is; but if it is im- 
portant and later crop damage is 
serious the deficit of this year in crop 
insurance will be much in excess of 
last year's deficit. And that was suf- 
ficient to prevent 
any 
commercial 


competition in the field of crop insur- 
ance." 
There is little feeling in the ordinary

Washington—If the European war continues 


at its present world-shaking pace, it is not im- 
probable that the Republican national con- 
vention will be postponed. 


This possibility is being deliberated private- 


ly and very seriously by GOP leaders in Chi- 
cago, Washington and New York. No decision 
has yet been reached, but two strong "argu- 
ments based on events 'abroad make it a bet- 
ter than even money bet that the convention 
will be delayed if there is no let-up in the war. 


First, it is argued that during such titanic 


upheavals thq people would be uninterested in 
party politics, and the convention would be un- i 
able to obtain uppermost attention either in I 
their thoughts or in the press. 


Second, that it would be unwise, if not im- 


possible, for the Republican party to formulate 
a platform plank on foreign policy and the 
war. 
This is because there is a strong—and 


growing—GOP element favoring some form 
of direct aid to the Allies; in other words, 
agreeing with the president. 
BATTLE OVER FOREIGN POLICY 


On the other hand, a very vocal minority 


is vehemently isolationist. 
In the middle i 


still another group fearful of both sides, and 
prefering to take no stand. A battle-royal in 
the Convention between these factions migh 
greatly embarrass any candidate. 


Also, inner party leaders are worried over 


fighting a presidential campaign on the war is- 
sue. 
As the minority party, the GOP is not 


in a position to shift its policy overnight to 
meet changing conditions. The Democrats can 
do that. Roosevelt can take the air any day 
and enunciate what would amount to an en- 
tirely new platform. But the GOP platform 
once approved by the convention, is the party's 
stand. It can't be juggled around. 


Note—If the convention is postponed unti 


August or September, it would actually meet 
on June 24, but recess at the call of the na- 
tional committee. In this case the Democrats 
probably will do likewise: for Roosevelt al- 
ready has proposed that both parties hold their 
conventions in the autumn.

The only place in the U. S. A. where Old 


Glory flies 24 hours a day is the capitol build- 
ing. Two large flags, 71 by 14 feet, arc kept 
continuously aloft every day in the year over 
the east and west porticos of the senate and the 
house of representatives.

pitiably inadequate. 
Allied Success Becomes 
Vital to U. S. Safety 


For we shall never be given time 


to build a second navy nor the time 
to achieve superiority in the air. 
The very fact that we have under- 
taken to perfect our defenses will 
be a compelling reason why the oth- 
ers will act to prevent us. Faster 
than -vi°. can conceivably build the 
means of defense, the victorious ag- 


gress, and both parties are putting 
themselves to a lot of trouble for no 
reason at all. The only thing that 
has changed in the past week is that 
a great battle is being fought in Bel- 
gium and in France, and that in this 
battle the Allies mcy be defeated. 
That is why this country is arming. 
It is arming because it realizes that 
an Ali-'ed defeat would at 
once 


gravely undermine the security of 
the United States. 


How gravely it may be under- 


mined few of us have realized as 
yet. Let us face the 
%vhole thing 


frankly and without flinching. 


Let us suppose that Hitler smash- 


es his way through Belgium to the 
channel ports and that he drives the 
French army back behind Paris in- 
to a corner of France. He then lets 
loose his air force against England 
and Ireland, damaging seriously the 
industrial plants which supply Brit- 
ain with arms and making the Brit- 
ish harbors extremely, difficult to 
use. The bases of the British fleet 
are damaged, the British Isles are 
blockaded 
and 
threatened 
with 


starvation, the British people are 
driven underground in the hurri- 
cane of fire and steel. What does the 
British navy do under these circum- 
stances? 


There has already been some 


speculation in this country on this 
subject. The usual answer is that 
the British fleet would go to Canada 
and to Singapore. But would it and 
could it abandon the British people 
in the British Isles to starvation and 
destruction? Is it not plain that if 
ever Hitler had the British Isles in 
his power and France fighting in 
the last ditch, he would offer the 
two nations a choice between a 
devastation—such as he has inflict- 
ed on the Poles—and the surrender, 
as a ransom from annihilation, of 
their navies and of the strategic 
bases on which their navies de- 
pend.

The American people will not be 


in possession of the truth until they 
know clearly that a successful re- 
sistance by the Allies this summer 
is absolutely vital to the defense of 
the United States. Any attempt to 
conceal this truth is at best an in- 
nocent but a dangerous ignorance 
and at worst it is treacherous alien 
propaganda. 


The common sense of the people 


has already caused them to see that 
the outcome of the battle now being 
fought in Western Europe matters 
profoundly to them. If it does not 
matter, why is Congress ready now 
to vote this new defense program? 
If there has ever been any truth in 
the argument that the outcome of 
this war is none of our affair, why 
is the Congress interested just now 
in a gigar.tic effort to strengthen our 
defenses? What is the sense of in- 
creasing our arma"ments if the ocean 
is so wide that no one can threaten 
us? The ocean is just as wide as it 
was on the day Hitler invaded Hol- 
land, Belgium and Luxemburg. 


If Senator Nye has been a sound

W_e dare not 
assume that they will be scuttled in 
a final gesture of desperate defiance 
though even if they were, tha^naval 
power of Germany. Italy and Japan 
would still make us vulnerable in 
both oceans.

zone of our own vital interests alone 
we shall do all in our power to sus- 
tain the resistance of the peoples 
whose defeat would vitally impair 
our own ^security. 


That is what we are bound to do 


as events unfold. But it may make 
all the difference in the world if we 
know it now and say it clearly. We 
need the resistance of the Allies in 
order that we may be granted the 
time to arm for our own defense, 
and only at our peril will we flinch 
at recognizing the truth.

The state forest lands were ac- 


quired principally by • direct pur- 
chase during the period from 1908 
to 1912, and by grants from -con- 
gress for forestry purposes. Others 
were obtained by the purchase of 
tax title from counties, and by con- 
solidations through purchase or ex- 
change. 


According to an official statement 


of the conservation department, the 
principal usefulness of its lands to 
the public "is for recreational pur- 
poses, for there are over 250 miles 
of frontage on all classes of lakes- 


some of the very 'best lakes, al 
though they will also produce re- 
curring timber crops, have an in- 
fluence on water run-off and con 
tribute in their way to other gen- 
erally accepted public forest bene- 
fits.' 


Because some of the land acquisi 


tions have not been well blocked, 
and therefore not easily or econom- 
ically administered, the state for a 
considerable period has sold and 
exchanged tracts in order to con- 
solidate its holdings. Policy on such 
dispositions, exchanges, and ac- 
quisitions is now under the critical 
scrutiny of Commissioner August 
Frey of the division of research in 
the capitol.

The Dutch East Indies came into 


the news last month when Japan 
gave out a warning. The Japanese 
hinted that they might try to fake 
over the islands if Germany made 
an attack on Holland. 


In a Sumatra village 


Holland is a small country, but 


she has a big empire. The Dutch 
East Indies contain most ol the 
land in the empire, also most of 
the people. 


Maps of southern Asia usually 


show the Dutch East Indies off the 
coast. Holland owns Sumatra and 
Java, and a great deal of the land 
in Borneo and New Guinea. 


Sumatra has about

about 18.000,000 gallons of road oil 
to keep unpayed state trunk high- 
ways in condition. 


This year the road oil purchases 


will be held down to about 11,000,- 
000 at the most, according to ad- 
ministration officials, and although 
the reduction originally was dic- 
tated out of considerations of forc- 
ed economy by reason of the state 
treasury deficits, the state highway 
department feels that the amount 
will be sufficient for the season's 
program. 


Meanwhile, it was learned that 


high state officials have -delayed 
the letting of contracts for the sup- 
plying of the huge order of oil be- 
cause of a difference of opinion on 
the kind needed. 


August Frey, director of the divi- 


sion of research and comptroller of 
purchases, has recommended to 
Governor Heil a cheaper grade of 
oil for the 1940 program. The high- 
way conimission, however, pointing 
out that good oil is beneficial to 
highways for two or three seasons 
while the cheaper grades must be 
applied every year to keep the dust 
down, has recommended the higher 
grade bought in previous years. 


Governor Heil, studying the op- 


posite recommendations, and con- 
scious that his decision involves a 
possible sa\mg of about $100,000 in 
slate funds, postponed a decision 
at the weekend although in former 
vears contracts for the oil have 
been executed by mid-May. 


Frey's insistence on a cheaper 


grade of oil, it is understood, grew 
out of his investigation late last 
year of the highway commission's 
lecord of cement and oil purchases.
